The  rig^vt  of  the  voter  -was  usurped  by  a  recent  piece  of 
legislation  giving  the  Tax  Collector  tenure. 

Herefs  how  it  happened:  in  the  past  the  tax  collector  had 
to  be  elected  for  three  terms,  and  serve  ten  consecutive 
years.  Only  then  could  he  apply  for  tenure,  and  this  would 
be  done  by  putting  the  question  on  the  ballot,  allowing  the 
voters  to  deoide  if  the  tax  collector  would  have  a  lifetime 
job  (tenure). 

The  present  system  allows  the  tax  collector,  after  serv¬ 
ing  five  years,  to  take  a  course  and  as  many  exams  as  nec¬ 
essary  until  he  passes.  This  gives  him  tenure  ...  a  life  - 
time  job.  The  voter  has  no  choice  ...  no  voice. 

This  bill  became  law  after  the  local  tax  collector  -was 
elected,  so,  in  essence,  this  law  became  retroactive  and 
thus  usurped  the  right  of  the  voters  to  decide  if  his  would 
be  a  lifetime  job. 

"When  this  legislation  was  proposed,  none  of  the  local  of¬ 
ficials  commented  on  it,  as  is  the  usual  case  when  any  leg¬ 
islation  is  proposed  that  will  effect  the  municipality  di- 
rectly,hence  the  public  at  large  was  not  aware  of  this  law. 

We  realize  that  the  bill  was  publicized  in  the  usual  le¬ 
gal  manner,  but  the  public  certainly  looks  to  its  local  of¬ 
ficials,  who  are  informed,  to  give  them  the  highlights  on 
such  matters,  whether  they  agree  with  them  or  not.. for  dis¬ 
cussion  is  a  vital  part  of  a  Democracy. 

We  wonder  why  the  silence  on  the  part  of  our  town  fathers 
regarding  this  particular  legislation,  until  after  the  lo¬ 
cal  tax  collectors  tenure  became  accomplished  fact?  This 
question  was  asked  of  the  Council  several  times  in  the  past 
year  ...  but  no  facts  were  forthcoming.  Why? 

Perhaps  the  Mayor  could  give  consideration  to  appointing  one  or 
two  of  the  Councilmen  to  a  “Keep  the  People  Informed”  Committee 
specifically  on  laws  being  considered  by  State  legislators. 

We  question  the  benefit  of  any  laws  that  take  privileges  away 
from  the  people.  The  question  of  tenure  in  any  elected  position  should 
be  left  to  the  electorate  at  large.

ARE  YOU  IN  THE  WAY??? 
Will  your  home  be  one  of  those 
taken  In  the  name  of  ‘Progress’? 
Will  the  homes  of  elderly  resi¬ 
dents  be  condemned?  Will  your 
property  taxes  be  raised?  Does 
our  Mayor  and  Council  know? 
Do  they  care? 

Upon  questioning  the  Mayor  at 
a  recent  meeting  about  various 
provisions  of  the  public  housing 
authority  law,  the  writer  was  In¬ 
formed  that  the  Commissioners 
will  serve  without  pay.  What  we 
were  not  told  Is  that  the  six 
members  of  the  authority  will 
have  an  expense  account  which 
could  prove  to  be  more  benefi¬ 
cial  In  the  long  run.  Also,  the 
Commissioners  are  allowed  to 
set  up  a  staff  of  experts,  agents, 
officers  and  other  employees 
whose  duties  and  compensations 
are  determined  by  said  Commi¬ 
ssioners. 

Not  Prepared  to 
Answer 

When  asked  If  the  Mayor  and 
Council  are  aware  of  the  powers 
of  condemnation  granted  the 
housing  authority,  the  Mayor  im¬ 
patiently  replied  that  he  would 
rely  on  the  borough  attorney’s 
opinion.  Apparently  then,  our 
elected  men  do  not  bother  to 
learn  about  such  things  before 
they  vote  on  them,  because  none 
of  them  seemed  to  be  prepared 
to  answer  that  question. 

Cou Id  It  Happen 
Here? 

The  Housing  Authority  law, 
Title  55:14A-10  provides:  “An 
authority  shall  have  the  right  to 
acquire  by  the  exercise  of  the 
power  of  eminent  domain  ANY 
real  property  which  It  may  DEEM 
necessary  for  its  purpose  under 
this  chapter  after  the  adoption  by 
it  or  a  resolution  declaring  that 
the  acquisition  of  the  real  pro¬ 
perty  described  therein  is  nec¬ 
essary  for  such  purposes.”  The 
pwer  to  take  your  property  is 
written  into  the  law.  It  Is  folly 
to  argue  It  could  not  happen  here. 

Do  you  own  a  vacant  lot? 
Title  55:14a-32  defines  blighted 
areas  In  paragraph  (c):  "Unim¬ 
proved  vacant  land,  which  has 
remained  so  for  a  period  of  ten 
years  prior  to  the  determination 
hereinafter  referred  to,  and 
which  land  by  reason  of  its  loca¬ 
tion,  or  remoteness  from 
developed  sections  or  portions  of 
such  municipality,  or  lack  of 
means  of  access  to  such  other 
parts  thereof,  or  topography,  or 
nature  of  the  soil,  is  not  likely 
to  be  developed  through  the  In¬ 
strumentality  of  private  capital.” 
And  In  paragraph  (e):  "A  growing 
or  total  lack  of  proper  UTILIZA¬ 
TION  of  areas  caused  by  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  title,  diverse  owner¬ 
ship  of  the  real  property  therein 
and  other  conditions,  resulting  In 
a  stagnant  and  UNPRODUCTIVE 
condition  of  land  POTENTIALLY 
useful  and  valuable  for  contribu¬ 
ting  and  serving  the  public  health, 
safety  and  welfare.”  If  you  have

By  all  means,  Mr.  Mayor,  rely 
on  our  attorney’s  opinions!  But 
did  you  ask  him  about  these 
powers  before  voting  on  the 
creation  of  a  housing  authority? 
If  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  and  the  Coun¬ 
cil,  are  aware  of  the  powers 
you  have  voted  Into  being,  then 
the  people  of  East  Paterson  can 
hold  you  accountable  for  any 
private  property  taken  by  the 
housing  authority.  (All  emphasis 
added).
